Answering another question, 
von Hindenburg said: 

“The fall of Lodz was the .turning 
point in the present campaign. The 
Russians fought desperately for posses- 
sion of this city, on which the centre 
of their line rested. The Russian line 
was bent, not broken, in this battle! 
The Russian leader, like a Wise man, aid 
not wait for that, but when he saw how 
affairs were goihg withdrew. The battle 
was the most bitter and sanguinary of 
this war, the Russian killed and wound- 
ed far exceeding the figures at Tannen- 
burg. The dead lay in heaps on the 
battle field. There were 878 bodies’ on 
one small hill.’’ 

The mention of Tannenburg evoked the 
comment ‘that “little was known of this 
battle.

several points in the western theatre of 
the war at Christmas.

\ A POWERFUL NAVY. 

Thé New. York Péace Society, by its 
letter to President Wrisom, has placed 
itself on precisely thé same footing as 
the citizens who have lately been as- 
sociated irfthe movement to secure an 
improvement in our means of national 
defense, These peace advocates favor 
the maintenance of g powerful navy, 
and they do not belf@ve that we should 
keep up 4 large standing army. Who 
in this country has urged the estab- 
lishment of a large standing army? 
Certainly nobody whose voice has large 
earrying pdwer. The only complaint 
about our army is that some of its 
regiments are not filled, and)it is per- 
fectly reasonable-to-ask, as Mr. GaR- 
BISON does, that it shall contain ail the 
men authorized by. the present law. 
When that is done, and the supply of 
arms and ammunition is adequate to 
meet any sudden.emergency, and our 
coast defenses have been put in order, 
there will be few complaints from rea- 
sonable persons pf our lack of pre- 
parednéss. Under Federal control the 
National Guard has already been 
greatly improved in efficiency and an 
effective army reserve will soon be 
obtained if the term of enlistment with 
the colors in the regular army is short- 
ened. The action of the Senate’s Mili- 
tary Committee yesterday was most 
encouraging. 

As for the navy, we have marty fine

It 
seems that the establishment of a Gen- 
eral Staff should have the most se- 
rious thought of the 2* naval au- 
thoritiés. Probably thé existence of 
three separate bureaus like thé Gen- 
éral Board, the Naval College, and the 
proposed Opérations Staft-would prove 
cumbersome. But it is gratifying to 
know that the Naval Committee of the 
House of Representatives is consider- 
ing measures for the upbuilding of the 
navy. This will tend to assure the 
Peace Society and the rest of us, who 
are as anxious as anybody. for the 
preservation of peace, that our navy 
is now in a way to become powerful.

Tt annoys West Indians 
to receive the unpaid letters, and 
to have to pay more than the sender 
would have paid if he had paid the 
5-cent rate, 

‘This annoyance will be greater than 
ever, as: the experience with the an- 
nounecement of the reduction to the 
Bahamas shows, The Post Office has 
made two bites of a cherry, If the 
West Indies*as a whole were to be 
made “adjuncts” of the United 
States in a posta! sense there would 
not be any. such protest as followed 
the alleged annexation of-. Canada. 
And the Post, Office revenues would 
never miss thé differénce. Indeed, it 
might well be that. the reduction of 
the rate would result in an inereage 
of thé income. » Without having the 
figures, it is a fair guesp that the 
Post Office receiptée from Cuba and 
Porto Riéo are not legs than. before 
the reduction of the rate. That is the 
sort of “ profit” which the Post of- 
fice will get full credit for making.

It is “therefore not 
at all surprising that the Canadian Cor- 
oner whom was intrusted the task of 
investigating the shooting by militiamen 
of two American duck hunters on the 
Niagara River proceeded promptly to 
turn ah episode of no great importance 
into-an “ international incident "’ of po- 
tential if not actual gravity, This he 
did by a characteristic ¢ffort to settle 
the case without any regard whatever to 
the facts, and he thought.he, would ac- 
complish his end by causing his jurymen 
to bring in a verdict which freed every- 
body concerned from regponslbility for 
what had happened, 

Fortunately for both Cahada and the 
United States, there are in.the former 

untry officials: quite competent to see 

that the verdict of. “ accidental death,”’ 
c such circumstances, was even. more 
absurd than outrageous... The result is 
that before our own Government was 
compelled, as it would -haye been in 
time, to-demand explanation and —* 
ration for the shooting of its eitilaens/ 
the Canadian Government,. through the 
British Ambassador, has announced the 
intention of cornpensating the families of 
the men who were shot; and of giving 
the whole affair an investigation the 
object of which shall be, t to evade 
responsibility, but to fix and meet it. 

Incidentally, a dispatch from Toronto 
states that the authorities there, ignor- 
ing the hasty acquittal by the Fort Erie 
Coroner of thé Provincial Constable and 
the three militiamen who fired the ‘‘ ac, 
cidental volley,’’ are going to give all 
four of them.a real trial and to impose 
on them whatever penalty it shows to be 
deserved. 

This is, of course, exactly the right 
way to end “incidents,’’ international 
and other. Thé result will bé a settle- 
ment of the Kind that stays settled. It 
will much facilitate the.seeing by us of 
what is presumably the truth—that the 
shooting of the duck hunters was a piece 
of reckless stupidity, rather than the 
outcome of a purpose hostile and crimi- 
nal. By-it a bitter and somewhat dan- 
gerous controversy has been escaped, 
and hot-headed trouble-makers on both 
sides of the boundary line will be de~ 
prived -of all excuse for raising an un-

ART NOTES. 


Mrs; HW. B. Holiins’s Collection on 
View—MacDowell Ciub’ Exhibit, 


Collectors of “pletarés are not always 
influenced chiefly by the intrinsic merit 
of the example, the fame of the artist, 
or even the appeal to their personal 
taste. Often they buy. their pictures 
as they ‘buy their furniture, with an eye. 
to a particular place on. the wall, a 
particular color in the furnishings of a 
room, a particular period in its decora- 
tion. If an arechitéct happens to be the 
collector’s\adviser in the most ungentlé 
art of purchasing art, this fitting the 
object to its sphere is more than ever 
likely to be the determining factor ir an 
acquisition, In the manor houses of 
England (one recalls especially the 
paneled rooms of Knole) there is a 
minimum ef great art and a maximum 
of decoration of the stately aristocratic 
type that fits' into the environment of 
oak and iron and faded crimson. Know- 
ing, then, that Mrs, Henry B. Hollins 
bought her pictures for their service to 
a. decorative scheme; it is no surprise 
to find the collection now at the Ander- 
son Galleries (prior to its sale by auction 
the second week in January) innocent 
of m@sterpieces, but well equipped with 
fine logking, competent paintings ‘that 
would hold their own in Blhigabethan 
apartments. 

Some of the éxamples bear names ot 
importance. There is a Romnéy por- 
trait of Sir Richard Joseph Sullivan, a 
young man of mild aspect and hand- 
some features, the head far superior in 
workmé@nship to the. figure, .which 
shows the poor drawing that we like 
to attribute, not always witl justice, to 
the intervention? of an assistant. The 
names wf'Raeburn and: Reynolds are 
attathed to paintings of unimposing 
character, although the “James Haig” 
is a, brisikkenough version of a striking. 
ly handsome ‘youth, but Mignard is crea- 
ited with .a portrait of exceptional 
charm, rich in color and free in hand- 
ling. From. Sir-Thomas Lawrence, two 
young women dressed in white, playing 
charity to a poor beggar boy of undis- 
tinguished characterization. A much 
more. appealing picture’ given to the 
same painter is a little head of “ Master 
Peters,’’ timid. and searching in work- 
manship, but full of delicate observa- 
tion, and sensitive feeling, and without 
a trace of the disagreeable Lawrence 
glibness. 

A delightful English landscape’ by 
Wilson shows the slow curve of the 
Thames in. front. of Sion.

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Col. Bates Admits Million Men Might: 
Enlist in a Day, but ‘Doubts. 
Their Practical Value. 


The lack of trained men, of guns, and! 
of other equipment of every sort to de- 
fend the country against invasion was 
the topic of most of the speakers at the 
dinner of the Veteran Corps of Artillery, 
im observance of Jackson Day at Del- 
monico’s last night. Col. William G. 
Bates, commanding the Seventy-first 
Regiment of the National Guard, said: 
“Gen. O’Ryan has described the reg- 
ular army and. the militia. as ‘con- 
temptible’ in numbers. He jis: right. 
Any one who has followed events in 
Europe has seen that there have been 
single days in which the armies on one 
side or the other have lost in killed and 
wounded as Many men as compose our 
regular army. 
“There is another thing that seems 
to be generally understood. That is that 
there is a difference between citizens 
and soldiers. Many people seem ‘to think 
Mr. Bryan 
was recently quoted as saying that in 
time of distress 1,000,000 Americans 
would’fly to arms in twenty-four hours. 
As I came into this hall tonight some- 
body said that we could -raéigse .2,000,000 
men in twenty-four hours. That is very 
true: But a man is not a soldier. 
“We might raise 1,000,000 or 3,000,000 
men in twenty-four hours, but they 
would not be worth anything until they 
had been drilled and taught to obey— 
that is, taught to do what they are told 
to do, simply because they are told to 
do it. That is what is. needed more than 
anything else today, and there is a 
tendency in this country away from dis- 
cipline and control of every character. 
“I read tonight that there is a bill 
before Congress to increase the army by 
25,000 by March 4. That is good, as far 
as it goes. In such battles as are going 
on in Europe 25,000 men would’ be 
enough to hold a line of trenches, and 
a very short line at that.’’ 
Col, Bates favored a system of mili- 
tary training in this country. like that 
of Switzerland, which combined regular 
army and National Guard training for 
citizens .without -withdrawing them for 
any long period. from their normal life. 
“IT don’t think,” he said, “that in 
time of. trouble either the regular army 
or the National Guard will get a fair 
deal .from- ‘this country. They will be 
thrown into the first line of defense, 
if there is an invasion, and there will 
be no second line. They will be made 
a sacrifice. It is * fair that in time 
of peace they should be given some 
security that there will be a second 
line of defense, so that their sacrifice 
need not be wholly in vain. 
**“Suppose that the army of. 3,000,000 
should arise over night. They would not 
have -the uniforms, the arms, the tent- 
age, the. wagons, the horses, the ammu- 
nition, ‘the supplies, or the supply trains 
that would be necessary.’’ 
Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, command- 
ing the-National Guard of New York, 
said that of the things needed for the 
equipment of a soldier discipline was the 
most important, 
“Some <men,”’ he said, ‘are born 
marksmen; others are born —— and 
others have other special talents for 
soldiers, but the thing that no man is 
bon with and that must be acquired, - 
discipline.

Mrs. Twombly Doesn’t Know Wo- 
man Who Sued Her for $25,000. 


No further light was shed yesterday 
on the identity of Miss Ida Bowen, who 
said she had received an abusive letter 
and sued Mrs: Florence Adele Vander- 
bilt Twombly for $25,000 on account of 
it.

Twombly knows nothing about the 
woman. When she received the pottars 
im- 1912 she turned them over to mae 
secretary, J. Doherty, who: thou 
they had come from some crank, We 
never received any intimation that such 
a suit was contemplated, notwithstand- 
ing the affidavit of a process server that 
on Jan. 4 he had delivered «he summons 
and complaint to Mrs. Twombly. ‘“* When 
an._answer to the complaint is filed 
which will be a general deniat of all 
the accusations, a request will be made 
for an opportunity to inspect the letter 
which Miss Bowen said she received.

“The odor of smoke crept through the 
‘hallways and public rooms of the Hotel 
Marlborough, Broadway and Thirty- 
sixth Street, at 10 o'clock last night. 
Men and women sniffed nervously, but 
there was no sign of smoke .or fire. 
‘Throughout the hotel, however, there 
was uneasiness wnich turned to panic 
when, so loud that it seemed to have

Their nerves already on edge, the 300 
men and women in the hotel did not wait 
to investigate.

Sorfe one in Broadway saw him and a 
crowd ran- for the corner. As they 
peered at the building where now the 
glow of flames showed through a win- 
dow on the first floor, other men and 
women also piled out after’ the first 
man to the top of the sign. 

+ Windows were flung up on the Broad- 
way and- Thirty-sixth Street-sides and 
men and women climbed out on the fire 
escapes, many of them in dressing gowns 
and other flimsy attire.
